[“A Farewell to India,” by Edward 
Thompson; Ernest Benn, Ltd., 
7/6 netd 

That Mr. Ernest Thomson has 
semething worth while to show 
tor his many years in India fs evi 
dent to any one reading his Int- 
vst, book “A Farewell to India.” 
It iy evident too that his under- 
standing of the Bengalis ia only 
exeeeded by his love for India, and 
neither of these would have stdod 
the strain of teaching In a mis- 
sionary school during the Inst few 
years were it not for his sense of 
In India’s 
future. Yet one should imagine 
the frequent unsigned threatening 


letters from the Prosident of the 
Independent Student's Association, 
or the meetings of the Convention 
of the Pentecostal Brethren of 
Sanhualpn (Cal.) under the chair- 
mauship of the Reverend Simeon 
Washington Das, were more than 
enough to try the faith of evon a 
missionary idealist. Talking of 
this convention he writes “They’va 
managed to rope In Baptists and 
Prenbyterlans, tho Welsh Pres- 
byteriun Cnlvanastic Methodlats, 
and a whole z00 of theological 
fauna. There is to be an address 
by thea Reverend Zophaniah Zooks, 
who haa been ten years In the 
country without learning enough 
vernacular to ask for ao glass of 
water and who cycles about with 
Scripture texts attached to hia 
wheels as they revolve.”

GREAT INDIAN POET. 
The Influence OF Sir Muhammad 
Iqbal. 


A paper on Sir Muhammad Iqbal’s 
poetry read before the India Society 
by Dr. Mulkraj Anand gave rise to 
an Intercating debnte of the poct’s 
eholee of a medium for his verse. 
Sir Denaion Ross was emphatic that 
Sir Muhammad Iqbal Ict pass a 
yplendid opportunity in’ choosing 
Persian. Mnny 
were able to acquire a facility in 
Perainn yersification, but Sir 
Muhammad Iqbal waa too great for 
that. If Slr Muhammad Iqbal .had 
taken Urdu he would not only flavo 
added to the somewhat meagre store 
of Urdu poetry, but would also have 
mnde Urdu one of the greatest 
Janjruages in the world. 

Yusuf AU eaid: “Sir Muhammad 
Iqba) adopted Perainn because he 
felt his message was not being 
sufficiently spread abroad through! 
Urdu. This view was also express- 
ed in his paper by Dr. Anand, who 
drew attention to Sir Muhammad 
Iqbal's influence, not only in India, 
but algo in almost all Moslem coun- 
tries, and anid that: the poet felt 
when he returned to India from 
Surope fir 1908 that Urdu was still 
too poor and immature to be made 
the vehicle of a philosophy such as 
he had Iately conceived. 

Sir Francis Younghusband, pre- 
siding, hoped that some British poet 
would undertake a translation of 
Str Muhammad [qbal’s worke. 
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. GOANNA IN WILDERNESS. 


Like most wild bush creatures, 
the goanna has a very interesting 
way of rearing its young.

When 
she had done this she runs off into 
tho bush, and forgets all about her 
future offspring, leaving the ogg to 
be hatched by the hent in the 
ground. 


hatches out of the cay, and lives 
quite comfortably in his antbed 
home, the young ants and the ant- 
eggs serving him as food. When 
he has grown to about 12 inches in 
length, and has exhausted his sup- 
ply of food, his mother, guided by 
nome peculiar inatinct, returns and 
frees her offspring from his prison. 

The mother goanna prefers to do 
thin in the raloy season, for then 
la the time of many insects and 
frogs, of which young goannas #Ye 
particularly fond. 

When she had freed tho young 
goanna, the mother vanishes, Ieav- 
ing It to care for itself, This it is 
quite ‘capnblo of doing, for any 
scraps, no mattor how objection- 
able to other animals, are swallow- 
ed with relish by this young scao- 
vonger. 

In Central Australia, theso 
goannas grow to a very great alze, 
and live to a venerable old age, 
many belng known to Ivo at least 
100 years. A full-grown gounna, 
can cat an enormous amount of 
food, nnd when they have oaton 
their All they sleep off the effects of 
their greediness. 

When they wish to go to oleop, 
they gonorally stretch themselves 
along the Hmb of some blg treo, 
and there they sleop, undisturbed 
by other animals of tho bush. ;

Value of a Fierce 
Service, 


ALLISON'S RISE, - 


Alluan, oa member of the new 
American school, has built hlo gamo 
round an extremely fierce service. 
Along with ao fow other young 
Americnus, he hos evolved a new 
alyle of service which, according to 
text books, Is all wrong. Thoy 
atand facing the net with thelr feet 
fairly close together, > although 
Allison hns hia feet pretty .wido 
apart. 

The aceret of thls style of delivery 
ow hurling the whole weight of tho 
vody inte the actual hit. This is 
dane by bending the knees very con- 
afderably and at the momont of I[m- 
pact shooting up and hitting the ball’ 
aa high as posstble. 

Theoretically the result fa ex. 

lent, but the draw-back is tho 
yrent phyalcal effort required, 

Allison's service has none of the 
exse tnd rhythmetical awing of his 
fellow countryman, Johnny Doog, or 
the great Australian, Gerald Patter- 
son, but he gete thoro just the samo, 
although hia pace {s, perhaps, not so 
great ng cither, 

He hns not Johnny Doeg's height 
and, naturally, the taller ono {o, the 
sauler It {a to put a good service into 
court. 

Servors First And Foremost. 

I must say that Iam of tho 
»ypinion that thla ja by far the beat 
services for shorter men to Jearn. 

Both Bergeley Bell and Gregory 
Mangin, neither of whom are more 
than Gft. 7in., have most excellent 
services. Like all American play- 
ara of the younger generation tho 
service Is their best point. Thoy 
fenrn to serve first of all and then 
bufld their game round the service. 
(t ia really surprising how far an 
attacking service takes one. 

The present-day Amertean play- 
wa, With the exception of W. T, 
Tilden, who has now joined the pro- 
fosaionnl ranks, are servers firt, 
and foremost. If thelr services 
were taken away they would be 
nowhere, . 

There are many player in Eng- 
‘and with very much bedtter ground 
atrokes, but there is not one who can 
wrve with anything like the samo 
yeverlty. One can almost ‘say that 
Americnn tennts is governed by the 
service. Whether that fs a Rood 
thing for the game Ie debatable. 
My own opinion is that we oso 
the finer points of the game If it is 
juat service and nothing else, 

Climate’s Big Part. 

The final of the American chum- 
pionships In 1930 between Johnny 
Doeg and Frank Shields was entire. 
ly governed by service, Game after 
game would be won. by the server, 
and inn lony match it becomes 
rather monotonous because it’ 
means that the only chance 
of a break through ia the 
fuet that the server might 
double-fault, or the other man make 
some extremely fortunate atrokes 
off a service that he has very little 
knowledge of how to take. 

The American ball permits 
severer hitting. When the Ameri- 
sana are in’ Britain, they nll say 
they are unable to serve as severely 
as they can at home. That is one 
reason why I think that Britons 
do not cultivate ferocious services. 

Another reason ja the fact that 
the climate of Great Britain fs not 
so attractive and conduciyo to hard 
hitting. Naturally, the: warmer 


the climate, the more the ball will 
respond and romain lively, 

Alllaon’s: best stroke js probably 
hla smash, which, oxecuted in tho 
namo manner as his service, makes 
him yery deadly overhead. When 
playing doubles with his dis- 
tinguished partner, Johnny Van 
Ryn, the Jatter nearly always allowa 
his partner to take the overhond 
shots. 

Wilmer Allison fs 26 years of age. 
‘His firat prominent victory was his 
captura of tho Canadian champlon- 
ships in 1928. In 1929 ho pald his 
first visit to Europe, and quickly 
made a great impresoton on tho Bri- 
tiuh critics. Along with Van Ryn 
he enptured the doubles at Wimble- 
don that year at thelr first attempt, 
defeating tho French holders, 
Cochet and Brugnon, thelr Amorl- 
ean rivals, Tilden and Hunter, and 
in the final tho British pair, Grogory 
and Collins, after a great match In 
which the Americans just nosed out 
nt 6-4 fn the final set, 

From Wimbledon they went with 
the U.S.A. Davila Cup team to Parls, 
and defeated Borotra and Cochet In 
the doubles of the U.S.A. v. Franco 
Davis Cup-tle. Tho young Amori- 
cans gave ag fina an exhibition of 
the doubles games as could be secon. 

Defeated by “Big BI.” 

At Wimbledon In 1980 Allison 
acored a very good win over Cochet, 
the holder, in straight sota, never 


allowing Cochct to settle down to 


hia natural game. ‘In tho next 
round—the seml-final—ho defeated 
Johnny Doog ina closo five set 
match, 

The final against Bill Tildon waa 
chiefly a queation of who would 
broak through tho service firat, but 
ho was up against a vory determin- 
ed Tilden, who, playing at the top 
of his game, won In three close sets, 
To give an Idea of how much this 
match was ruled by the service, 
there were no fewer than 82 service 
ace. 

With Van Ryn he won the doubles 
for the second year in guccession, 
having an casier journey than on 
the previous accasion, In the 
Davis Cup final in Paris the famous 
pulr were rather senaationally de- 
feated by Cochet and Brugnon, 

We are sure to see Allison in 
netion again this season, as he is 
certain to defend hia title.

INFECTED ANIMALS. 


Compensation Award 
Adjusted. 


A Bill intituled an Ordinance 
to amend further the Public 
Health and Buildings Ordinance, 
1903, is published by the Govern- 
ment Gazette, 

The objects and reasons 
atater— , ° 

Until 1923, section 64 of. the 
Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance, 1908, provided for the 
payment of compensation, not 
exceeding $400 for: each animal, 
for the slaughter of infected 
cattle. “Cattle” is defined under 
the Ordinance, and means “bulls, 
cows, oxen, heifers, calves and 
buffaloes.” The amending Or- 
dinance, No. 21 of 1903, based 
to some extent on the Disease of 
Animals Act, 1894, provided for 
a maximum compensation of $40 
in the case of a pig and $400 in 
tha cnse of any other animal. It 
is considered that the latter 
figure should only bo applicd, as 
it was prior to 1928, in. the case 
of cattle and that the figure then 
settled as the maximum in the 
case of a pig should apply to 
other animals,

Iniagine, at the 
outset, the most precipitous of 
dizzy Scottish mountain fastnesses, 
with ledges whose sheer abyss rung 
to thounnnds of feet—resorts of the 
engle, the ptarmigan, and the 
drended oo blnck-faced — glaumers— 
fuch fa the natural habltat of the 
wild Scottish daguls—a mild ad. 
jective indeed for so ferocious a 
denizen of Caledonian sunimite, 

The haggis can only be hunted 
by moonliht, between midnight 
und Zam, and in fairly boisterous 
wind, Access to the Jatra of the 
bagel (plural) is alone possible by 
awinging fram sapling to sapling 
growing in the rock clefts. No,

of dyed buards is no uae whatever,

MOTORIST’S FALLACY. 


The publication of the varying 
fines, largely dn motorists, Imposed 
at thirteen police courts in Surrey 
for the year ending lust Decembor, 
totalling £16,650, has caused a good 
deal of discussion among motorists, 
One hears many of them say that 
it will all be quite different now 
under the new Act. Why, they say, 
up to last January a town only 
needed to put a few police traps 
fa get a thousand or two out of 
motorists In no time! The abolition 
of the speed-limit, they think, has 
apoilt that Httle game. It was 
pointed out that Croydon got 
{2,650 of the finca, and Epsom 
£2,227, and so on. The now code, 
of courae, would punish motoring 
offendera more severely, but it 
would not be a simple matter of 
being caught travell{ng, as overy- 
one did, over twenty miles an 
hour. The greedy towns would 
naw have to do what they could by 
trumping up charges for leaving, 
cars unattended for a little in a 
street, . 

All this, of course, is based on a 
fallacy. No town or district apeci- 
fleally benefits by fines from 
motorists, It docs not matter 
where the fine was imposed and 
pald—it all went to the Road Fund, 
just o8 the fines under the new 
Act go, although many motorists 
point out new court houses and so 
on as paid for by their fines. The 
anme fallacy has Wwd many 
motorists ta threaten, and somo of 
them actually to carry out their 
threats, to register their cars in 
counties where thoy thought thoy 


wero better treated than in their|.

SAFETY FIRST 


The investigation of accidents 
presenta many peculiar difficultica, 
nnd, no matter what system of 
classification ons may adopt, It will 
be always possible to sub-divido 
atill further the annlysia of tha 
causes of theao accidents, But in 
that there Hes the danger that a 
toa elaborate ayntem, by becoming 
over-complox, may defent {ts ob- 
ject, writen Mnjor-Goncral W. R. EL 
Murphy to ‘tho Irish Times 
(Dublin). 

A gratifying feature of the 1930 
TraMle Accident Tables, when com- 
pared with thoxe of 1929, Is the ree 
duction in the number of accidents 
resulting in peraonal Injurico. 

Fatnlitics of Two Years, 

In 1929, the number of such 
necidenta wan 3,627, of which 206 
were fatal, In 1930) the number 
had fallen to 2,686, of which 176 
wore fatal It is heartening to 
note the ducrease whieh has dccur- 
red, despite the fact that the num- 
ber of vehicles in use actually in- 
creased. Ht in not unreasonable to 
nttribute this decreaye Jargely to 
the growth of what-may bo torm- 
ed “road senne.” 

No matter how excellent artd ex- 
hauative the laws governing traffle 
may be, they cannot be fully effec- 
tive in reducing the dangers of the 
road without the whole-hearted and 
willing co-operation of the public. 
In seeking this co-operation, the 
_most direct way is to enlighten the 
public as ta the causes of accidenta. 
“The following analysis will, 
therefore, be of interest, as ilus- 
trating the causes of many ac- 
cidents | during 
1930 5,560 trafic necidents 
occurred; of this number, 
1.218 were duc ta causes outaide 
the control of the driver or pedes- 
trian, ‘Thus, 385 necidents were 
due to road conditions such as 
restricted views at corners, defec- 
tive road surface, inadequate light- 
ings of road constructiona, ete, 286 
necidenta were due to weather con- 
ditions, such as temporarily greasy 
roud surfaces, rain, fox, ete, while 
116 were caused by animals travel- 
linge on ronda while'not under pro- 
per gvontroly 4 were due ta de- 
fects in vehicles, such an defective 
steering, Invifective brakes, and 
defects in equipment, 

There remain, however, 4.342 ace 
cidents in which the cause of such 
accidenta may be largely attributed 
te lack of proper control of vehleles 
or tack of safe usage of the roads, 
Tt is with a view to eliminating an 
1931 the frequency of such ne- 
cidents that the following analysis 
is undertaken, and to point out to 
road usera the dangers which they 
should avoid, 

Accidents A ribulable to 
Motoriats, 

We find that 2,427 nceeldents are 
attributed to causes presumably 
under the contral of the driver. 
Space does not admit of an ex- 
haustive analysis, but the follow- 
ing figures cover the greater num- 
ber af such aceidents, and indicate 
te motoriats the dangers they 
should avold:—

The accidents classified —undor 
these heads total 1,896, or practi- 
cally 75 per cent. of the accidents 
attributed to the drivers of 
mechanically propelled vehicles. 
Accidents duo ta excessive speed 
numbered 219, Contrary to tho 
general opinion, excessive speed is 
not the most frequent cnuso of ace 
eidents, as may be soen from tho 
figures yivon. 

In the case of horae-drawn vehl- 
eles, the number of accidonts at- 
tributed to drivera amounts to 316, 
and it Is peculiar that the largest 
Proportion of accidents caused by 
such drivers occura under practi- 
eally the samo headings os those 
caused by the drivora of motor 
vehicles. 

It would appear unnecessary at 
the prosent time to appeal to 
drivers to exercise care, in condi- 
tians which give rlae to the acci- 
dents which are classified undor 
the’ above hendings, Yot those 
statistics show that such appeal _is 
necessary. Tho motorist ond fho 
drivor of horae-drawn vehicles can 
do much to roduca the aceident 
rate by visuallzing the most fre- 
quent causes of accldonts, and by 
takfng core to avold theso rlaka.

Increasing Dangers to Futuro 
Drivers, ‘ 

Ench year we may expect an in- 
crease in the number of vehicles 
using our highways, and wo “may 
expect also a consequent Increase 
in the dangers of the road.

Magnifi- 
cont surfaces have been Inid, nar- 
row ronds widened, dangcrous 
corners removed, and dircctlonal 
signal posts erected ovor the whole 
country.

These cars are never insured, 
and as fur as the owners are con- 
cerned accidents do not count sq 
long as they do not get hurt.

A well-known motor agent somo 
time ago told haw he had sold 
eleven old cars to on scrap mer- 
vthant.

CARS’ SEASONAL OVERHAUL 


Cooling Systems, Transmission and Carburettor 
< Require Attention. . 


So long as different seasons 
bring echangon in temperature, 
motor cars must be adjusted to 
mect shifting conditions, Tha 
coming of Spring In 1031 finds that 
an true as it was in.1900, with, of 
course, many detailed varintlonn, 
writes William Ullman. 

The varintlons come from tho 
fact that cars are now moro nearly 
all-Wweather vehicles,’ Yet, the vory 
refinement which makes cars more 
sulted to meet varintions In tem- 
perature sometimes dictates a form 
of Spring preparation even more 
important than the adjuntments re- 
quired a fow yearn ogo. 

Springtime attention formerly 
bogan nt the top of the engine 
with carbon removal, but it otarts 
at the bottom to-day. That is be- 
enuse the current high-speed, high- 
compression ongines need moro 
careful lubrication than thelr pre- 
decessors, 

Simply to change from a Hght 
ofl to n heavier one, or even to add 
n fresh supply of the same grade, 
{n not cnouwgh to-day. The condl- 
tlon of the syatom that distributes 
the ofl to vital parts Is quite as 
important on the condition of the 
oi) itaclf. 

What brenks down an oil ia nat 
merely wear, nor even dilution, but 
hent and the dirt, dust, carbon and 
nbrasiven that become mixed with 
it, Heat thins any of], but vis- 
conity changes are leas serious {f 
the oll is clean. ‘ 

That ta why it will pay to make 
the firat step of Spring mainten- 
ance a matter of dropping the 
crankcase thoroughly cleaning the 
sludge from the bottom of It and 
washing the screen at the top, 
especially the strainer at the bare 
of the ofl pump. While the crank- 
care fs “down, crankshaft bear- 
{nga profitably can be tightened, 
Car makers advise that this be 
done every 16,000 ar 20,000 miles 
in modern high-apeed engines. 

High Speed Engine Ol] 
Consumption. 

It driven at high speeds, the en- 
gine of recent years consumes con- 
aldcrable oil, even under idea) con- 
ditians of maintenance. That fact 
puta a promium upon correct contl- 
tioning of the cooling system as 
well as the of) system. Narrow, 
deep radiators are the atyle in cars 
of recent yenrs, They are hand- 
some all right, but enginer need a 
great deal of cooling now and un- 
- 


; ures thoraugh elrculation. 


lean the niall total aren of the 
radiator porfarms its Job well, the 
motor's hent fa not carried nway 
rapldly enough. 

So, when the anti-freeze solution 

lu drained off, the cooling system 
should be flushed out and also 
thorowrhly cleaned of rust and 
senile. A solution of snl-noda, or 
one of the several patented 
cleaners, should be put into tho 
system and then the engine should 
de run until the tomperaturo n6- 
After 
the syatem han been drained, the 
wholo procesa may be profitably 
repeated. 
‘Hone connections between en- 
sine and radiator should be re- 
placed, for, if they are soft and 
dlsintegrating on the inside, par- 
ticles of rubber will get into the 
radiator and clog its effgctive coal- 
ing area. 

If the carburettor mixture was 


| enriched, when tho wenther became 
‘colder Inst Fall, it ahould be lean- 


ed now—that in, of course, unicss

Amportant 


penaation ia nutomatically made. 
Too rich n mixture causes over- 
heating, which may not show up 
In the form of a boiling engine, 
and overheating damages a motor 
seriously, 

Correct carburettor mixture is 
In engines of | recent 
deslgn as a preventive against 
eurboan formation. It is even more 
important jn fuel economy. 

A proper carburettor adjustment, 
topether with the uso of the right 
fuel and the proper lubrication, 
will do much ta clean a carbon- 
fouled combustion chamber and 
keep it clean. 

After the foregoing details arc 
attended to, valve adjustment, re- 
setting of the generator charging 
rate If it was advanced in the Fall, 
carbon clean if the engine is 
especinily dirty, repIncement of the 
oil filter cartridge and cleaning 
and adjustment of the  clectrical 
svatem from distributer to spark 
plugs will put the engine in tip-top 
ahape, 

Of the chasais parts, only two 
need specific attention {in the aver- 
age car of recent years. These 
ere the transmission and differen- 
tial. In the former many changes 
have been wraught of late. They 
have not, however, vitally changed 
the form of seasonal maintenance, 


excopt perhaps to mako It more 
vital. 
Care of Transmission and 
Differentlal. 

All that needs ta bo done fs to 
drain and flush both transmission 
and differential, Tho transmission 
has more deliente parts than form- 
erly. 

This mnakea moro Important o 
Jubricant of precisely the right 
grade. That which was -right 
for cold weather seldom will prave 
5o when the thermometer rises. 

Apart from the engino and drive 
mechanism, tho remainder: of tho 
ear {aso slightly affected by 
wenther changes as to call for 
Nttle attentfan. Howevor, there 
aro a number of things that moy be 
done at this time. 

Wheel, alignment should be 
checked as a means of correcting 
not only excessive tyro woar but of 
rectifying dificult ntecring. Wheel 
bearing adjustments should be 
made ta reduco bearing wear—tin- 
eldentally forestall no costly re- 
placement—and alao to prevent 
tyre damage. Loose bearings per- 
mit wheels to wabble, In the back 
wheels this means tyre wear; in 
the front it meana tyre plus harder, 
and possibly dangerous, stecring. 

Owners of cara that were now 
fast Spring, or of those which have 
not had brake adjustments for a 
year, will bo surprised at the dif- 
ference it will mako to have the 
job dance now, Enclosed brakes, 
and nearly all brakes are enclosed, 
have botter protected linings. This 
menns that they last longer. Many 
brakes which do not need new 
linings, however, are doing far less 
eMcient work than they are cap- 
able of almply through Incorrect 
adjustment, 

Cleaning the mechanical brake 
Iinkage of rust and dirt, followed 
by a thorough oiling of all moving 
parts, is also advisable. 

If more fluid, or a Hghter grade, 
was put in a hydraulic brake 
system fer Winter it should be 
changed now. The same applica to 
hydraulic shock absorbers, some of 
which arc adjustable for different 
operating conditions. 

A Few Good Hints. 

It may be na good iden to change 
tyres now. Winter, with its cold 
weather, {a kind ta thin, worn 
tyres, but Spring, with rising tem- 
perature and higher road apeeds, fs 
less so, The fact that warmer 
weather increases the danger of 
blowouts is one that the car owner 
should conalder from the atand- 
point of safety,

ZEPPELINS AND THE 
DUTCH EAST INDIES. 


Competition for 
Aeroplanes. 


Tha Gnzctte de Hollando pub- 
Viehes a report to the effect that 
two of the leading Dutch steam- 
ahip .compantes, the Netherlands 
Steam Navigation Co. .and tho 
Rotterdamache Lloyd, are about to 
Investigate tho possibilities of pas- 
aenger and freight service by alr- 
ahip botween Amaterdam = anit 
Batavia. 

There are at present no sirships 
or alrship facilities in elther coun- 
try, and it is doubtful If any 
Dutchman ta sufficlently expert to 
advise on the subject, but tho in- 
quryesia interesting as showing 
j that Dutch shipping interests are 
alive to they successful operation 
of the K.L.M. afr service and the 
prospect of increasing competl- 
than, 

Prohibitive Cost. 

So far the K.L.M., though re- 
| cognising the definite advantages 
‘in some respects of the nirahip, ts 
convinced that an atrship service 
to tha Dutch Enat Indies would 
not pay, and stieks to the acro- 
plane. In the flrat place, the cost 
of an airship is prohtbitlve by 
comparison, and nt lenat four of 
those monaters, costing something 
over twelve million guilders, would 
be needed to maintain a weekly * 
service, 

No doubt the airship, with which 
flight would continue night and 
day, would considerably shorten 
the duration of the long journey; 
but the. aeroplanes nat present in 
use have by no means reached the 
Hmit of their possibilities, and It 
can in fact be said that opportun- 
ities exist for greatly speeding up 
the service, and dhese are ready 
to be grasped as the route,’ atill 
in its infancy, fa developed, 

The placing of Zeppelina on the 
Dutch East Indies service involves 
the most careful study, While 
there are many aeroplane experts 
there are few able to advise with 
assurance as to the, behaviour to 
be expected of its unwieldy rival 
under the extremely varied clima- 
tle conditions of such a journey.
